He furnished finan- 
cial aid in order to make the project 
possible. 


The site itself 
is exceptionally 


beautiful. It is located on the crest 
of a hill overlooking- Lake Monona. 
The view from ten of these houses 
is unsurpassed in this part of the 
state. There are many great elms 
all over the property, giving distinc- 
tion to the plat. Between Garden- 
ridge and the lake is a fine wooded 
tract ideal for a park and play 
ground. Negotiations :havc been 
going on for some time with the end 
in view of securing it as one of thw 
permanent city parks.
